FRIENDS and COUNTRYMEN, 


A Sincere Concern for the unhappy Death of thofe 
few who fuffered bur lately upon the fame 
Occafion, and the uneafy Profpect of {ceing fo many 
more inevitably undergo the like Fate, if Men will 
perfift in the fame illegal Praétices, occafions this 
Addrefs, and the laying before you the following 
Confiderations. 

{. That the Law, for ereéting Turnpikes upon 
certain Roads, is as much a publick Law, as any 
other Law whatfoever. 

{f. That, publick Laws are made by publick Con- 
fent, and they therefore bind every Man, becaufe 
every Man's Confent is involved in them, and they 
are every onc’s own A& and Deed. 

iif. ‘That nothing but the fame Authority and 
Confent, which made any Law, can alter, or repeal 
that Law. 

IV. For private Men to judge what Laws are fit 
to be obferved, and what not, 1s to affume to them- 
felves Legiflative Authority, which no Legiflative 
or Executive Powers will bear, but will certainly 
find Means to punifh: And well it is for us, that 
they will do fo, becaufe otherwife, we could not 
be fecurein any Part of our Property. 

If then you don’t like the Law for ereéting Turn- 
pikes, you will not, I hope, think it an untticndly 
Part in me, to advife you to be eafy under it, fince 
any Attempt to get rid ef it by Violence never can 
fucceed, and will not make you at all better, but 
may make you a great deal the worfe. It any 
one be taken in the Fact, cutting down a Turnpike, 
or is impeached and convidtéd thereof, the Penalty 
is certain Death: And who can be fecure againft the 
Watchfulnefs of a Government concerned to fupport 
its own Laws, the Malice of Enemies, or the De- 
ceitfulnefS of Friends, and (above all) the Temp- 
tation of a confiderable Reward for a Difcovery ? 

But fuppofing no Difcovery to be made, which 
late Experience fhews is hardly poffible to imagine ; 
how muft the Legiflature be provoked to fee their 
Authority thus contemned and trampled under Foot ? 
And what if they fhould hindet Waggons, as has 
been talked of, going out of each particular Parifh 
from Michaelmas to -Day ? Would not this be 
worfe for the Farmer, who now carries all +his Cyder 
to Market in Waggons within that Time, than it is 
for him to pay to a Turnpike, chiefly made neceflary 
by fuch heavy Carriages fo late in the Year, as no 
Roads repaired in the ordi Way can ftand 
againft. — There are ftill more weighty Reafons, why 
Perfons in a Cyder Country, fhould not provoke and 
draw the Legiflative Power upon their Backs ; bur 
thefe are beft left to every one’s own Reflection, and 
are fo obvious, they can’t well be overlook'd, or fail 
to Influence any fober, confiderate Man, who thinks 
rightly of his own Intereft, to a peaceable and tub- 
miflive Behaviour. 

And let me entreat you to confider farther, how 
juftly you fuffer your Underitanding to be called in 
Queftion, by a contrary Behaviour ? You that have 
any thing to lofe, by ericouraging Violence in one 
Inftance, only teach Men ro practife it in others, 
whereby it is odds, but youricives will fuffer in the 
End: And if any one is filly enough to venture his 
Life for nothing, I know not whether moft to pity, or 
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faugh at his Folly. Think upon thefe Things, and 


do not, through any intemperate Heat, hazard your 


Property, or throw away your Lives at fo cheap 
a Rate.
